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AS THE PARTIES STAND 


Complete returns show that the 
Brownlee Government will have in the 
new legislature three fewer supporters 
than in the last, in a house comprising 
three more members. The Government 
supporters number 40 members out of 
63. In the recent legislature the Gov- 
ernment had 43 supporters out oi a 
total membership of 60. i 

Gains have been made by both Lib- 
erals and Conservatives, while the Labor 
party suffered a loss, and a new group 
of Independents makes its appearance. 
There will thus be five parties in the 
new house, against four in the former 
one. 
The Liberals scored the greatest net 

in, three seats, all in rural districts, 
and will number 10 as compared to seven 
in the former legislature. The Conserv- 
atives hold two more seats than former- 
ly, with a total of six as against four. 
There are four Labor members, a net 
loss of two. The Independents number 
three. 

With 40 members, against 23 of all 
other groups, the Government will have 
a majority of 17, or 16 with the Speaker 
in the chair. With the Labor members 
supporting the Government—as they 
normally did in the last legislature—the 
administration majority will be 24, not 
counting the Speaker. 


PLAYING WITH FIRE 


France is to fortify the Italian fron- 
tier. Wherefore Italy is to spend &26,- 
000,000 more per year on its army. All, 
of course, as a matter of defense, not 
offense, since both countries have signed 
the Kellogg pact which forbids them to 
count war as one of the means where- 
by to attain national objectives. 

Skeptics will, of course, recall that 
it was also in the name of security, not 
aggression, that Germany built up the 
military machine which challenged the 
world and fought a four vears’ war for 
dominance; and that Germany and 
France during that era of preparation 
were acting much as France and Italy 
are acting today. They will also recall 
that the Belgian treaty was a good deal 
more explicit in its obligations, and just 
as binding morally, as the Kellogg pact. 

The one difference in the situation, 
and the chief hope for a different out- 
come, is that there is now an organiza- 
tion through which the nations of the 
world can bring influence and pressure 
to bear upon the prospective antagon- 
ists, for it is idle to deny that the atti- 
tudes of Italy and France are now 
openly, and more or less admittedly, an- 
tagonistic. 

In this simmering hostility the 
League of Nations is confronted with 
the most serious situation it has yet 
faced; a situation the more dangerous 
because it has not arisen through a dis- 
pute over definite interests, but is rather 
a stirring of national feeling. If the 
Leabue cannot bring about a modifica- 
tion of the growing bitterness there, an 
“incident” may cause an explosion one 
of these days in the Mediterranean zone. 


WHAT TO DO WITH WHEAT 


The Toronto Telegram a few davs 
ago published an editorial which must 
have caused wonderment among its 


readers :— 

“What a pity it ts that the coming fed 
election will not enswer the question: "What #h 
we do with our W t? Seeding in the west h 
just been finished, and the acreage under wheat 
will be just about the same as last year, But the 
edditiona] moisture that was needed to produce a 
good crop has come and the yield promises to be 
much larger than in 1929. But prospects for 
crops in the United States are also good All of 
vthich seems to point to more and yet more wheat, 
while the markets which have been the erying 
need of the past year show no signs of getting 
better. 

“Canada will have to hold over a very consid- 
erable portion of the 1929 @rop. With another 
good crop coming slong, the hold-over next year 
may be still greater. 

“Where is it all going to stop? 

™. he answer to this question is still more im- 
pattant than who is going to form the next gov- 

ernment at Ottawa.” 

With something more than a hun- 
dred million bushels of wheat on hand, 
prices down, and another crop growing 
on the prairies, no one who can think 
needs to be told that it is a matter of 
yitel concern to Canada to find buyers. 
Nor that it is a proper and necessary 
end of publie policy to secure the admis- 
sion of Canadian wheat into great im- 

ing uinrkets under the most favor- 
able circurnstances possible, Neither is 
there any doubt or obscurity about the 
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fact that the shaping of public policy to 
that end is a matter which the Ganadian 
voters ought to be thinking about, at the 
present time. 

The Telegram is the most violently 
protectionist paper in Canada. It has 
had nothing but sneers for the British 
preference, Telegram readers must 
therefore have rubbed their eyes when 
they read this editorial deliverance on 
the subject of wheat markets. For in 
his whole repertoire Mr. Bennett has not 
one proposal for getting our surplus 
wheat into an outside market, by “blast- 
ing” or otherwise. On the contrary, if 
words mean anything, he would abolish 
the preference off-hand unless Britain 
imposed a tariff against foreign pro- 
duce—which Britain has not the slight- 
est intention of doing. That obviously 
would not help to solve the question, 
“What shall we do with out wheat?” 

The Dunning budget was framed 
with the explicit object of selling Cana- 
dian wheat in Britain—the one great im- 
porting market where there is a chance 
of selling it at any price. This is to be 
done by widening the preference—not 
by abolishing it—by cultivating the 
favor, not the enmity, of the British con- 
sumer, and by making it possible for the 
Britisher to pay for his wheat with his 
manufactured products. 

That will not automatically clear the 
wheat out of Canadian elevators and 
granaries and put the proceeds into the 
pockets of the growers, but it will do 
something to that end; which Mr. Ben- 
nett has not a ghost of an idea of try- 
ing to do.

A contractor agreed to install a 
hydraulic elevator in a new hotel.

The hotel owner refused payment 
on the ground that the specifica- 
tions of the contractor had not 
been met. 

The contractor sued and a young 
attorney entered the case as coun- 
se] for the hotel owner. The young 
attorney prepared and presented 
with great cleverness a mass of en- 
gineering data to support his client's 
claims, but the faces of the jurymen 
mad« it clear that the contractor's 
attorney was winning the jury's 
support by insisting on the mathe- 
matical fact that 4 times 2 equals 2 
times 4, 

In desperation, the young attor- 
ney for the hotel owner told this 
story: 

“In the deys of the old sailing 
ships there was a certain sea cap- 
tain who was compelled to be out 
of sight of land on the broad Pa- 
cific for weeks at a time. Fre- 
quently he had men seriously ill, 
but could not afford a doctor. He 
conceived the idea of having a phy- 
éiclan outfit a medicine chest for 
the cabin and write out for him a 
simple description of the symptoms 
‘of common ailments and directions 
for treating them. On a subse- 
quent voyege a member of the crew 
was discovered doubled up on the 
deck, evidently in great pain. The 
eymptoms, when matched up with 
the disgnosis book, indicated colic, 
and the treatment prescribed was 
two teaspoonfuls of bottle No. 4 
But when the captain opened the 
mocseme chest he found No. 4 en- 
tirely empty.

So there we are. And, having got the right to work, it looks very 
much as if women were going to have to continue to work, and if men, 
having been emancipated by women, are going to stay that way. |
